From the Falcon's bridge the Navy 
Yard coal docks and the thrée stacks 
of. the ‘receiving ship Pueblo could be 
seen, The Vestal was already slowing 
down -abreast tha Navy Yard and 
Lieutenamt Hartley and Captain King, 
who had been on deck for nearly fifty- 


six hours, pointed them out. 

The tugs on the tow lines turned 
slightly to the left. They had been 
‘following’ the Vestal: down the north 
\channel near the,Manhattan side. Off 
Twenty-sixth Street, where the New 
York Yacht Club has its pier, two 
large white yacht# were’ moored, and 
Pilot Horton decided to swing out to 
avoid striking them. It was this ma- 
noeuvre that brought disaster. Sud- 
denly the two bow pontoons bucked 
and reared, their front as leaping 
twenty feet clear of the ter, 

The towing. bridle attached to. the 
two tugs ahead parted. The Falcon, 
close to the wreck in its position as 
jury rudder, crowded forward almost 
aver the — and into the stern pon- 
toons. 

“Hard astern! Full left rudder! 
Emergency whistle! All hands for- 
ward!’* came the‘ quick orders from 
Wrecking Master Hartley, and the 
crew responded with a rush. 

Then “Get into those boats—get 
aboard the pontoons—keep the airlines 
from fouling!’ Again the working 
parties went aboard, this time in a 
five-knot current that threatened to 
spin the big drums and that slowly 
‘swung the wreck around upstream, 
her bow for fifty feet hanging on the 
rock reef. 


‘ 
Other Ships Send Help. 


At the stern the Falcon swung with 
her. Downstream, in answer to the 


whistles, the Iuka, Sagamore, Penob- 
scot, Active and the big Vestal re- 
versed engines, dropped working par- 
ties into motor tenders and sent them 
to help. 

A Coast Guard escort of one tug and 
half a dozen cutters came aldéngside 
and the minesweeper Cheewink —— 
her, prow against the second pair of 
pontoons. These had carried the big- 
gest load. They were fastened: close 
to the rip in the submarine’s side 
around the gun and had carried 160 
tons weight on,their chains for forty 
hours. 

These chains ground against the reef 
under the submarine, a thousand-ton 
pendulum swinging in the current. 
They finally broke and loosed the 
pontoons. 

When Commander Elisberg saw this 
he, with Lieutenant Kelly and a picked 
squad, went alongside in a surf boat. 
All but the coxswain and a man in the 
bow holding to a cleat with a boat 
hook scrambled up the slippery sides. 
They cleared away a tangle of air lines 
and shackled towlines from. the Chee- 
wink, and within fifteen minutes from 
the time she struck the two pontoons 
were on, their way to Brooklyn Navy

Other ‘Pontoons Blown Free. ° 


After air lines had ‘been cleared and 
new connections made the compressors 
were again turned oh and the remain- 
ing six pontoons. blown clear of water. 
The ‘after compartments of the sub- 
marine which had not gone over the 
reef were blown out. Anchors, a 
lighter crane and a boat .equipped for 
‘diving ‘were sent-from the navy yard.

Made Fast After Two Hours.

Just outside the Navy Yara Basin a 
seven-knot current; running out, near- 
ly tore the submarine from her tow.

They Refused to Fail.

“We've raised her 130 feet and brought 
her 150 miles,’’? he had said, and as he 
looked at the submarine fast on the 
rocks he added, “and we'll * her 
the ‘last mile.”

The grounds comprise approximately 
thirty-seven acres.

the Summer. The indications are that 
not a few will be honored by an invi- 
tation. 

The: lane from the main highway to 
the lodge gates, two miles in length, 
is rapidly being put into shape far the 
accommodation of the* White House 
automobiles, which will daily 
from the camp to the executive offices, 
which are locatefi ‘in one Of the cot- 
tages at Paul Smith’s, with Secretary 
Saunders in charge.

An Abundance of Flowers. 


The camp. has beautiful flower gar- 
dens and conservatories, which will be

fond of flowers. Just within the en- 


trance to the camp there is an unysual 
alpine rock garden, constructed by Fred 
Heute, the French gardener; which 
contains sixty-three varieties of plants. 
There are forget-me-nots, phiox, wild 
violets, columbine, poppies, rock roses, 
pink dianthus, iris~and many other 
flowering plants. In ‘the pathways be- 
tween the stone flags are several 
varieties of thyme. Directly opposite, 
on the other’ side of the.sroadway, 
which is covered with. tanbark and 
which winds its way to the camp, is 
a great bed of lilies of many varieties. 
Fuchsias .and geraniums,- — —— 
drons and hydrangeas are features of 
the landscape gardening about ‘the 
main cabin. 

In the woods are several varieties of 
pine, spruce, cedar, larch, he 
balsam and white birch, which have 
been left to grow as nature intended.

PARIS, July 7.—Scenes of pomp and 
Oriental splendor unequalled since the 
days of Haroun al Raschid will mark 
the official visit of his Majesty Mulai 
Yusef, Sultan of Morocco, ‘who’ sailed 
from Casablanca today aboard a 
French battleship. 

Preceding his majesty are 100 Pashas 


and Caids, leaders under ‘the Sultan 


in his realm of Morocco. 

“Sixty of these colorfully attired 
ehiefs arrived in Paris this evening, 
giving the smoky and usually grim in- 


‘terior of the Gare de Lyon an Oriental 


atmosphere seldom seen there.

They will arrive 
here tomorrow.

Rahman Bey, fakir, failed yesterday 
afternoon to complete a widely her- 
alded attempt to be sealed in a bronze 
casket and lowered several fathoms in 
the North River, there to remain an 
hour.in self-imposed catalepsy. The 
electric emergency bell which had been 
installed in the casket pealed ‘loudly 
and repeatedly just ‘as the casket was 
being lowered into the water and the 
test was abandoned, while ‘all haste 
was made to rip open the sealed cas-' 
ket with chisels and tinsmith’s shears. 

The ringing bell turned out to be the 


mystery of the afternoon. “,Rahman 
Bey was still in his trance when he 
was revealed through a hole ripped in 
the cover of the casket. Just nine- 
teen minutes had elapsed since he had 
\¥allen over rigid in his trance. And 
after he was revived he denied all 
knowledge of having rung the bell. 

The push button of the. bell was 
found under his right shoulder, and 
Hereward Carrington of the Institute 
of Psychic Research,. who acted as 
master of ceremonies, ‘advanced the ex- 
planation that he had rolled over on 
the bell and the weight of his body 
had caused .the ringing. However, the 
bell was in a horizontal position, so 
that pressure from above could not’ 
have affected the button. And the 
sharp, irregular staccato peals- were 
hardly such as might be expected 
from the mechanical shifting of an-in- 
ert Y. 


Fakir Sealed in Casket. , 


The party started ont from the Boy- 
ertown Casket Company; Eighth Ave- 
nue and Forty-third Street, shortly 
after noon and proceeded to the North 
River at Seventy-ninth Street, where a 
lighter, chartered for the occasion, was 
boarded. The boat anchored near the 
Jersey shore, whereupon a tong wait 
ensued while the Bey ate his vegeta- 
rian meal. Shortly before 3 he came 
out and stood by the open ¢asket while 
Dr: Francis P. Weston of 333. West 
Forty-fifth Street and. G. A. Gayer, 
psychoanalyst, of 183 West ghty- 
seventh Street, stood beside him. His 
aid, Victor Barteloni, stood near, ner- 
vously. 

Rahman Bey stood, head bowed, 
hands over his face, thumbs pressing 
up beneath his jaw. A moment: later 
he toppled, rigid,’into the arms of Bar- 
teloni and was quickly placed in the 
casket. Several metal workers made 
all haste to seal the casket lid with 
solder, and fifteen minutes later the 
casket was hoisted over the side of the 
lighter. 

The derrick slowly swung the casket 
outward. Just as it swung over the 
gunwale the emergency bell, which 
had. been previously teésted, rang 
sharply. For a moment no one ‘seemed 
to realize what was happening. The 
derrick man continued the casket on

However, the final touch of 
solder which made the ‘casket air-tight 
was not applied .until fifteen of the 
nineteen minutes were up. 

Rahman Bey came from abroad last 
May and appeared for’a time under 
the management of Arch Selwyn, \sub- 
sequently going into vaudeville. He is 
an Italo-Arab by birth, but has prac- 
ticed the occultism of the East Indian

of life.

From the Constitution Mr. Dawes 
@wung to radio which he asserted 
was ‘‘going to be, in my opinion, one 
of the greatest safeguards of American 
constitutional government. . 

“IT mean that from a@ singular thing 
that is true of the radio, and I am 
now speaking of the, audiences 
reached.

Qn his favorite subject, the Senate, 
Mr. Dawes in his opening said: ‘I did 
not intend to say anything about the 
Senate, but Congressman Andrew said 
something about, it, and as Senator 
Butler is here I cannot resist. Per- 
haps it is because I have just served 
as presiding officer-of the Senate for 
seven months of continuous speaking. 
That has really given me a great ex- 
perience and a‘sincere sympathy with 
audiences.’’ 

President Greets Old City. 

The following message from Presi- 
dent Coolidge was read at the tercen- 
tenary banquet tonight by Senator 
William M. Butler: ‘ 

“My Dear Senator Butler: 

“IT am glad to have the opportunity 
of expressing through you to the peo- 
ple of Salem-my cordial greetings on 
the occasion of the 300th anniversary 

‘ of the founding of Salem. The country 
this year unites in celebrating the 
sesquicentennial of the Declaration of 

Independence, but it is given to Salem 

to commemorate not only the founding 

f our Government but a glorious part 
in the events which made the Declara- 
tion a possibility, Even if Salem ships 
no longer encircle the world and the 
life of the community goes on in less 
Picturesque and spectacular channels, 
the record of Salem is an imperishable 
chapter in the history of our country. 

“Very truly yours, 
“CALVIN COOLIDGE.” 

Eleven thousand persons marched in 
the tercentenary parade today, which 
was reviewed by the Vice President. 

The Vice President and Mrs. Dawes 
motored from Kennebunkport, Me,, and 
received an artillery salute of nineteen 
guns as they entered the city with 
Mayor Bates. 

John Pickering of Salem, eighth 
lineal descendant of General Timothy 
Pickering of Revolutionary fame, was 
Mr. Dawes’s civilian aid.

NEW ANTI-CRIME LAW 
‘IS HELD RETROACTIVE 


Drastic Penalties Apply Also to 
Off Committed Before 
“Iily 1, Court Says. 


Changes inthe law for curbing crime 
were called to. the attention of a Grand 
Jury yesterday in the Kings County 
Criminal Courts by Judge A. I. Nova, 
who held that the new law applied 
to offenses: committed prior to July 
1, when the new law became effective. 

“In the work of curbing crime,’ 
Judge Nova told the Grand Jury men, 
“there is now a new order of things. 
The new amendments, in effect July 
1, go to establish severer penalties for 
crimes serious in themselves and sey 
rious in their import. These amend- 
ments are all part of a commendable 
effort to stamp out crime.” 

The question of the application of 
the new law to offenses committed 
prior to July 1 and not yet disposed 
of, was raised in the case of Peter 
Guariglia, 17 years old; charged with 
being an accomplice in a hold-up; An 
attorney for the defendant offered a 
plea of guilty. 

Assistant District Attorney Francis 
Geoghan accepted’ the plea, but 
warned the attorney that the boy was 
liable to a sentence of five or ten years 
for carrying a revolver at the time of 
the robbery, in addition to a sentence 
for the crime itself. The attorney de- 
murred on the ground that the crime 
was committed on June 3, prior to the 
new law. 

“It is my belief,” said Judge Nova, 
“that the new amendments do apply in 
this case. I have no other laws before 
me, other than those which embrace 
the new amendments and it is by these 
_the Court must be guided.”

Judge Ward Kremer of Asbury Park 
appéared as counsel for Mr. Reid and 
William C. Krueger of Newark, a joint 
owner of the property, who is in Eu- 
rope. State Senator William A. Ste- 
vens and William L: Edwards of Long 
Branch appeared for the borough. 

The borough refused to grant Mr. 
Reid a permit on June 30, holding that 


Mr. Krueger’s consent was not at- 
tached to the application;. that there 
were no fire escapes on the third floor, 
and that a zoning ordinance prahibited 
the operation of a hatel on the prem- 
ises in question. 

Judge Kremer argued that Mr. Reid 
had a right to act for’ Mr. Krueger; 
that each ‘room on the third floor of 
the building contained a metal ladder 
and each corridor a fire gong, and 
that a decision of the Supreme Court 
against a zoning ordinance in Nutley 
was applicable in Deal. The Justices 
took the case into conference.

DOCTORS ‘DISPUTE FIGURES 


Assert at — —— 
That Less Than 100, 000 
Use Narcotics.

PHILADELPHIA, July .7.—Charging 
attempts by the United. States. Bureau 
of Public Health to ‘suppress official 
reports revealing the seriousness of 
narcotic addiction in America, Captain 
Richmond Pearson. Hobson today made 
a vehement attack against the. Treas- 
ury Department and in particular 
against the Surgeon General of the 

Public Health Service. 
“The Bureau of the Public Health 


‘| Service has been sending out an opiate 


to the’ public mind to lull‘it back to 
the sense of false security,” charged 
Captain Hobson, addressing the first 
World Conference’ on Narcotic Edu- 
cation on the third day of its sessions 
at the a hasnt arg 

Capt. Hobson, former Representative 
from Alabama, is famous for his ex- 
ploit ‘in bottling up Santiago Harbor 
by sinking the Merrimac at its en- 
trance during the Spanish-American 
War. 

He burst forth with his attack on 
the -Public’ Health Service apparently 
somewhat unpremeditatedly. His re- 
marks seemed to give vent to indigna- 
tion. that had been accumulating for 
some time during the latter part of his 
five years of activity in the anti-nar- 
cotic “movement. He is President of 
the International Narcotic Education 
Association; with headquarters in Los 
Angeles... 

Declares His Organization Attacked. 


“The most unscrupulous attacks on 
my organization have been emanating 
from the Bureau of Public .Health 
Service,” declared Captain Hobson. 
“Judge Porter, while Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Sen- 
ate, and-the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service declared’, that 
they were opposed to education on the 
narcotic problem.” 

“The physicians of America, the 
physicians of Philadelphia,’’ he con- 
tinued, *‘are not represented at this 
conference. A bill was introduced in 


Congtess for a modest ‘appropriation 
for the entertainment of foreign dele- 
gates to this cénference. It passed the 


,House of Representatives unanimously. 


Then it was blocked in the Senate by 
the Bureau of the Public Health Ser- 
vice. Our Government is not repre- 
sented at this conference. I have had 
to. undergo humiliation.”’ 

Captain Hobson’s charge against the 
Treasury Department, and the Buréau 
of the Public Health Service of at- 
tempting to suppress a public docu- 
ment..which estimated the drug. ad- 
dicts of the United States. at-1,000,000, 
came. as an interruption to remarks 
made this afternoon by E. G. Hoff- 
man, who had registered for the con- 
ference, as from the New: York City 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Hoffman 
quoted from a Government publiéation 
an estimate of 120,000 as the probable 
number of drug addicts in the Yaited 
States. 

The interruption fifst came from’ ‘Dr. 
Clarence J. Owens,’ Director General 
of the conference.

“An Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury refused to supply a copy of 
the report which estimated 1,000,000 
The answer was given: ‘There is none.’ 
Also it was told us: ‘Our only copy 
has been destroyed.’ 

“But I found a copy in the Library 
of Congress. 

‘Then wé asked for a copy from the 
Public. Printer. He answered that the 
type had been ordered destroyed by the 
Treasury Department. Then Congress- 
man Rainey asked the Secretary of 
the Treasury'for two copies for him- 
self and fifty copies for distribution. 
He got them.

The Lanai’s time today was 2 hours 
56 minutes 56 seconds. The Nor- 
wegian yacht Varg, which ‘:finished 
second, was timed at 2 hours 57 min- 
utes 24 seconds. The Dutch yacht 
Derreyter finished. third in 2 hours e 
minutes, 10 seconds. 7 

The Lanai’s victory yesterday, which 
was thought to have clinched the cup 
for the American contender, was pro- 
tested and. the Lanai ‘was disqualified. 
‘Her victoty today, however, settled 
‘the issue. 

Mr. Whiton~ expressed satisfaction 
with yesterday's ruling and said he 
would not want to be declared victor 
in the face of protests from his com- 
petitors. The Lanai had completed the 
course in.2 hours 20 minutes 40 sec- 
onds, finishing 40 seconds ahead of the 
Varg and 1 minute ahead of the Der-

The Norwegian Gold Cup is the sec- 
ond important international trophy to 
be captured by the Lanai... Last year, 
on’ the Clyde, sailed by C. Sherman 
Hoyt, she captured the famous Sea- 
wanhaka Cup; defeating Coila ITI, the 
crack Scotch ‘six-meter boat, in a se- 
ries of three out of five-races. Lanai 
was designed by Clinton H. Crane of 
the Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht 
Club and launched in May, 1925. She 
was. owned by a syndicate of Sea- 
wanhaka Corinthian members when 
she won the cup back ‘for that club.

‘ Gasoline is establishing itself as an 
anti-strike weapon to be reckoned 
with. During the first day of the sub- 
way strike it is estimated that be- 
tween 150,000 and 200,000 private 
automobiles, not normally employed 
for city travel, were, mobilized to 
carry a considerable part of the pub- 
lic to and from its work.’ A commu- 
nity’s transportation is the most ex- 
posed sector on its. economic front. 
It is only in connection with transit 
or railroad strikes that aggressive 
Labor speaks of paralyzing the com- 
munai life. Yet complete paralysis 
has been made difficult by the ad- 


vent of the automobile.. Business and: 


sccial life can be crippled, and in the 
case of a prolonged strike may con- 
ceivably be paralyzed. But a trans- 
portation strike cannot, in the nature 
of things, be prolonged. It must be 
quickly won or lost. The speedy vic- 
tory has been made much more doubt- 
ful “by means now at the disposal of 
a “community to carry on somehow. 
The rdéle of the automobile in combat- 
ing transportation paralysis, threat- 
ened or attempted, has been demon- 
strated in Great Britain. 

There has been for some time in 
vogue a strike philosophy which con- 
centrates on the so-called technicians 
in industry. This doctrine holds that 
to wage successful labor warfare it 
is not necessary to call out all the 
workers in an industry, but only the 
key-men. If the high-skilled workers 
who sit at the throttle or the switch,

try stops. The theory would seem: to 
have an excellent chance of applica- 
tion in the present strike, where 600 
motormen and _switchnien, if. their

WHY HIDE THE ROLL OF HONOR? 

In injudicious tenderness to. the 
Anti-Saloon League, the Senate Cam- 
paign Investigating Committee decided 
against publication of the contribu- 
tions_ of $500 or more made to that 
organization since 1917. - All that the 
League was. required to do was to 
show such gifts made since the first 
of last year, This is a meagre list. 
Perhaps the League wishes to stimu- 
late the friends of righteousness. ‘We 
are without: curiosity on the subject. 
It is everybody’s right to give or not to 
give what and as he chooses, “to the 
League or the opposing Association. 
But .why .should any giver be sup- 
posed to be ashamed of the gift?

The amount is not a third\of the esti- 
mated cost of prohibition before and 
since the amendment, The League 
won a glorious victory. Why does it 
shrink from having us know the names 
of our principal benefactors? The 
decision of the committee is unfortu- 
nate, It puts’ the Anti-Prohibition 
Association in the position of being as 
frank as the League is secretive, 

What is much more important, it

FAREWELLS IN CONGRESS. 

The end of a session of Congress is 
usvally marked by a proftise’ throwing 
of. flowers. over party walls,, Ordi- 
narily this takes the form of tributes 
to presiding officers, who suddenly 
find thernselves exalted by: their polit- 
ical opponents as models of dignity, 
‘earning and impartiality,’ But last 
Saturday the compliments were largely 
reserved for party leaders. In. the

HURTING CHINA’S CREDIT. 
Recent dispatches from China in- 
dicate that the Shantuns militarists 
are attempting to float a provincial 
loan secured by the salt ‘tax revenue 
of that province. This has led the 
Chief Inspector of the Salt Reveriue 
Service. to issue formal notice that 
such action is in contravention of the 
1913 loan agreement with the foreign 
Powers. Not only is the so-called 
5 per cent. Reorganization Loan of 
1913 secured on the revenues of the 
Salt Administration, but also the 
Hukuang Railway loan of 1911, the 
Crisp loan of 1912, and a portion of 
Japan’s advances to China. The fact 
that in the Province of Chihll -also 
the local military authorities have 
seized the salt revenues has created 
@ situation which not only still fur- 
ther impairs China’s credit, but adds 
to the’ difficulties of the foreign na- 
tions which have sought to help China 
by. revising the éxisting treaty rela- 
tions between China and the Powers. 
The significance of this. action is 
clearly brought out in a recent letter 
to The London Times from Sir Er- 
NEsT Winton, the Associate Chief 
Inspector of the Salt Administration. 
He. pointed out that “if success at- 
“tended the military Governor's il- 
“legal act, the infection would spread 
“to his neighbors at Nanking and 
“Tientsin and result in very grave 
“danger not only to the interests of 
“foreign bondholders, but also to the 
“credit abroad of the Chinese Gov- 
a ernment.” . Inasmuch as the salt 
revenue, together with the maritime 
customs revenue, is under tHe su- 
pervision of foreigners in the employ 
of the Chinese Government, it is 
feared that successful attempts to 
disrupt, the Salt Administration will 
encourage the Chinese to seize and 
to decentralize the customs service. 
The result would certainly be bad 
for China. Not‘only would her credit 
be shattered, owing to the fact that 
she has pledged these “revenues for 
the service of foreign and, domestic 
loans, but the revenues diverted by» 
the. provincial Governors would sim- 
ply. serve to swell the coffers. of the 
militarists and would furnish more 
money with which to keep more sol, | in 
diers, and so add to the sufferings of 
the Chinese::people. ‘The Peking cor- 
respondent: of The London’ Times re- 
ports that foreigners ‘there are. pro- 
foundly disturbed. by the seizure. of 
the salt revenues ‘and fear that it is 
a. precursor of the forcible seizure by 
the militarists of all foreign property.
